THREE OUTRAGES IN 
TWO DAYS. 


Canton, May 27. 
Three bomb explosions 
forty-eight hours, the wrecking of 
part of the wall attached to the 
Provincin] Government House, in- 
jury to a pedestrian and an attempt 
to destroy a building on the South 
Bund are alleged to be parts of a 
plot to inke the lives of some of the 
promincat Kuomintang and military 
leaders including Messrs. Wang 
Ching-wei, Sun Fo, Eugene Chen 
and Gen. Chan Chai-tong who are 
taking active parts in the move- 
ment against Nanking. 


Practicatly all the Canton leaders 
were dining at a big banquet given 
at the Government House on Mon- 
day evening when the party was 
shocked by a bomb explosion out- 
side the main entrance. The — at- 
tempt failed miserably as only a 
very small portion of the outer 
wall was damaged. The body- 
guards of General Chan Chnai-tong 
were patrolling outaide, but failed 
to trace the desperadoes. 


Gen. Chan Indignant, 


General Chan is said to be in- 
dignant and immediately ordened 
Geniarmes Commissioner Lin Shih- 
vhing and Police Commissioner 
Chan Hing-wan who were dining 
ut the party to order a thorough 
search of streets in the vicinity 
of Government House. Considering 
the mild nature of the explosion 
official circles regard this as a mere 
demonstration. The leaders scem- 
ed to be unperturbed and the con- 
ference whieh discussed the — elec- 
tien of the fiftcen members to serve 
in the new National Government 
preceeded well after mid-night 


Bomb in A Garden. 


Almost simultaneous with+ the 
explosion at Government ITfous> a 
second outrage occurred at -the 
Public Garden where a concert was 
in progress with hundreds vf men 
and women:in attendance. A sen- 
sation was created among the 
visitors and this was followed by 
the arrival of oa large posse > of, 
Toliee. The explosion was located 
in the north-western side of the 
Garden. This outrage is also in- 
terpreted as oa demonstration — to 
create uneasiness among the resi- 
dents. The cancert was interrupted 
with the Police searching for sus-. 
pects and interrogating many of 
the visitors. No arrest way made. 
The explosion, apart from causing 
injury to a pedestrian, failed to do 
any serious dnmage ta the Garden. 


It wrecked some trees and left a 
hole a foot deep in the ground. The 
glass panes of the former residence 
of Marshal Li Chai-sum,. opposite 
Government House were shattered. 
The house is believed to be un- 
occupied at present. 

A later message was received 
that a third explosion occurred on 
Tuesday evening on the south bund, 
the attempt being made to wreck a 
building. Messrs. Wang Ching- 
wei and Eugene Chen were staying 
at the Naval Club, on the south 
Bund. The outrage occurred ‘late 
in the evening, but it has been’ as- 
certained that no casualty resulted, 


Following this serfes of bomb 
explosions the Police are conduct- 
ing searches at the numerous board- 
ing houses and hotels 
-Bund. 


Well Conceived Plot. 


That the bomb outrages are con- 
nected with a plot to take the lives 
of the rebel leaders igs suggested 
by previous reports from Shanghai 
that prior to their departure for 
Hongkong Messrs, Sun Fo and 
Wang Chung-hul were spotted by 
members of the Tsing } 
Society, a notorious gang of robbers, 
and kidnappers operating in and 
around Shanghai. Members of 
this gang are associnted with cer- 
‘tain people in the Chinese Govern- 
ment and at times their service has 
been quite useful to their political 
patrons.

ABNORMAL RAINFALL PRIOR 
TO ‘ACCIDENT. 


Adjourned from last week, the 
Inquiry into ‘the: recent. railway 
disaster was resumed before Mr.

phone, but found the telephone 
out of order.. He walked to Tal 
Wal, to which place He had sent 
his men owilrig to a washaway, and 
asked‘them to zo to the séene of 
the accident. He ‘himself went 
along, and with his men sasisted 
in the rescue work. In hia dls- 
trict on the anme day there was no 
large washaway at the Man Hane 
village, in which ten people lost 
thelr lives, THere was heavy 
rainfall between 3.30 und 4 p.m. 
on that day. = 
After a passenger of the train 
had given evidence, Su6-Inspector 
Flston was called. He said that 
he teok charge of police arrange- 
ments at the Kowloon station on 
receiving news of the accident 
from the railway -nuthorities at 
6.10 p.m. He sent out. 22 
und 16 motor. buses to Shatin and 
recalled the launches, The police 
knew of the washnway on the road 
about 6 pm. The Kowloon fire 
brigade and two- ambulances had 
left. Three launches were re- 
called, and a wireless message 
was sent out. to No, 4 Jaunch; 
which was nenr Bina Bay, to pro- 
ceed to Tafpo. 
were receiving messages direct 
from the scene of the accident. 
On the following morning, he took 
a new party of police to the ac- 
cident, and removed the body of 
a woman Chan Chu (on whom the 
inquiry ia being held) with some 
other bodics, and sent them to 
the Kowloon mortuary. From in- 
quiries, he estimated the number 
of passengers in the train to have 
been about alxty. Of these eleven 
were dead, two dying later in 
hospital, Nine others were de- 
tained in hospital with inquiries, 
two of whom were still in’ hos- 
pital. :

Sir Patrick Manson's Successors. 


An. interesting in 
Home paper to hand reveals how 
the wonderful work commenced 
by Sir Patrick Manson in Hong- 
kong and China towards the end 
of tha nineteenth century is being 
carried cn with brilliant rosalts 
by the Ifospital for Tropical 
Disenses in London. The present 
hospital is an enlargement of the 
institution established by Sir 
Patrick in 1899 when he had 
practically severed hia connexion 
with the Far East, To-day, the 
hospital affords accommodation 
for 900 in-patients and over 2,009 
out-patients. Most of the patients 
are planters, missionaries, traders 
and omen who are sent to the 
institution by the India Office or 
the Colonial Office. Actual care 
of the’ sick, however, is but a 
small part of the work of the 
Manson Hospital. From the view- 
point of medicine, it is doing far 
more important work in the ‘way 
of research, .and recent dis- 
coveries made in its laboratorjes 
are'of such {mportance as to 
dustify a clainy that seareely any 


article nu 


tropicul disease can now defy a 


cure, For several years, tests 
have been carried out for the 
detection of different parasites 
which are found in the tropics. 
Two diferent tests have been 
used, one revenling the special 
sensitiveness of the skin of the 
Patient to the parasite, and the 
other (detecting its presence by 
means of a special blood re- 
action, “The first success was 
With 2 disease called bilharzia, 
and its value may be estimated 
by quoting the case of an ex- 
soldier, who contracted — the 
disease in the South African War. 
For thirty years, it retained its 
hold on, the man, and remained 
Undiagnosed. When he went to 
the Tropical Discases Hospital 
recently, the diagnosis took’ exact- 
ly twenty minutes, ahd the. man 
is now well on the way to a cure. 
The new tests are also’ proving 
extremely valuable in case of Cala.

Parents...

URING, the Inst few yenrs 1 
have played.a jarge variety of 
stage mothers, and it says much for 
the modern dramatiat’s powers of 
observation that many of them have 
been typical of mothers I have met 

in real life, 
I have played every possible type 


-}of mother, the sweet old-fashioned 


type, the heroic and self-snacrificing, 


the vamp and the modern mother.]}, 


It has been very interesting for 
me to not how many of my parts 
have reflected unforeseen difitcultics 
which changing conditions of life 
have imposed on mothers. ° 

Nowadays mothers are faced with 
fresh and unexpected relationships 
Most mothers 
in the past hnd an extraordinary 
shyness at the back of their attitude, 
which made them totally incapable 
of discussing the most vital facts 
of Nfe with their children. This 
shyness was actually. a form of 
mental cowardice, and led to end- 
Jess and drendful troubles, Often 
it resulted: in estrangements and 
alienation of affections. a 


Shyness Has Vanished. 
Shyness, thank goodness, is not a 
modern: quality. In these days a 
mother will discuss -any of Hife's 
problems with the utmost frank- 
ness with her children, and do 
everything possible to warn_and 
help them over the pitfalls of adole- 
scence. This is part of 4 modern 
development of family life, where 
parental authority, now at no dis- 
count, has been succeeded by a bet- 
ter understanding and often a 

lovely quality of friendship, 
Parental influence is usually more: 
¥aluable than parental authority. 


Too often the latter has made the[’ 


atmosphere of a home harsh and 
intolerable, lending to revolt and 
the breaking of family ties. . 

The curious barrier once erected 
by the older generation against the 
claims of the younger no longer 
exists. Parents now do everything 
possible to kecp their minds young, 
and by sharing In their children’s 
pleasures and pastimes do contrive 
to keep youthful and more vigor- 
ous, . 

Only a couple of yenerations ago 
‘parents settled down arid vegetated 
into sedentary and inactive lives 
long before they had passed middle 
age. They retired into a profound 
seclusion—particularly the mothers 
—and had «but little touch with 
their children, who, in fact, were 
regarded as children even up to the 
time they marricd and. made homes 
of their own. 

~All this is very much changed 
now. Fathers play golf and tennis 
and go to the winter sports with 
their som, and mothers behave in 
much the same way with thelr 
daughters. .

‘NYONE who wants to learn to 

play Jawn tennis, which, fa again 
in full swing, has a choice of a 
pretty extensive library of books on 
the ‘subject.

Satisfied that the defendant had 
been the prime mover in an effort

Lorry Driver Charged. 


Wong Kat, a motor. dorry driver

The 
defendant, who, was nearest {he 
constable, and, who had taken the 
leading role in’ the incident, was 
struck) over: the head with the 
pole. - 

With the crowd seattered, the 
Sergeant again sought jeut the 
jawker, whom, he subsequently 
arrested and took to the Police Sta- 
tion. : . 
Whilst in the charge room, the 
defendant appeared and made we 
complaint of assault against the 

Indian Sergeant, but he was in- 
atantly arrested and charged with 
obstructing the police. 

“The Indian sergeant gave evi-

AGITATION AGAINST SALARY 
CUT DROPPED. i 


Tokyo, May 27. 

With unexpected and almost 
dramntic — suddenness, agitation 
agalnst the proposed salary cut, 
which twentyjfour hours ago.was 
threntening to develop to serious 
proportions, appenrs virtually to 
have subsided. : ; 

Almost without exception the’ of- 
fielals who wero. -preparing to re- 
sign have‘eancelled their intention 
nnd expressed regret at causing an 
unnecessary sensation. Even mem- 
bers of the Judiciary, whose con- 
tention that they are legally guarnn- 
teed against any” reduction of 
soluries resulted in the Government 
exempting them temporarily, re 
nov discussing tho question of mak- 
ing voluntary sudscriptions to the 
State funds. 

Thanks to prompt action by the 
polico in arresting 34 agitators, 
thereby forestalling the Radicals’ 
efforts to exploit the situation, 
pluns to start a railway strike 
have been frustrated, and appre- 
hension has been removed. 

With the promulgation. of an Im- 
perial ordinance this afternoon 
sanctioning the salary cut, the 
whole trouble has apparently been 
brought to n conclusion,—Reuter.
